Re: Petition for Extension 

Dear Supervisor Murray: 

I am the Records Access Officer for the Office of the State Auditor (OSA). 

Pursuant to 950 C.M.R. 32.06(4), please accept this correspondence as a petition for an extension 
of time within which the OSA must respond to a request for public records. 

On Thursday, January 24, 2019, the OSA received a request for public records from Ronald 
Beaty. The Public Records Law would, therefore, require that the OSA respond to this request 
on or before Thursday, February 7,2019. 

The public records request states the following: 

1. For the year 2018,1 hereby request digital documents which show the cost to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for attendance at political fundraisers and events 
by Massachusetts State Auditor Suzanne Bump. 

I have attached a copy of the instant public records request (dated January 24,2019). 

On Thursday, January 24,2019,1 responded to the requester through e-mail. I have attached a 
copy of this response with the instant petition. In this response, I acknowledged receipt of the 
request and indicated that I would begin the process of determining the following: 
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1. Whether the OSA has custody of records responsive to the request; 

2. Whether the OSA would have to withhold potentially responsive records pursuant to 
an exemption to the public records law; and 

3. Whether the OSA’s response to the request would involve requesting costs for 
producing responsive records. 

On February 6,2019,1 e-mailed Ronald Beaty asking that he provide me with a phone number 
where I could contact him because I had questions about the content of his public records 
request. I have attached a copy of this e-mail with the instant petition. 

On February 7,2019,1 e-mailed Ronald Beaty asking that he contact me to discuss his public 
records request. I have attached a copy of this e-mail with the instant petition. 

As of the filing of the instant petition for extension, I have not received a response to any of my 
e-mails to Ronald Beaty. 

I have conferred with the OSA’s Deputy Auditor for Administration and Finance and the OSA’s 
Director of Operations about whether the OSA possesses responsive records. I have summarized 
below the information I gained as a result of that conference in an effort to provide the “brief 
narrative” supporting and detailing why the OSA requires an extension of time to respond to this 
particular public records request - as 950 CMR 32.06(4) requires. 

Both the OSA’s Deputy Auditor for Administration and Finance and the OSA’s Director of 
Operations have indicated to me that they require an additional ten (10) business days to search 
for potentially responsive records. 

The instant public records request is overly broad. I have, therefore, reached out to Ronald 
Beaty in an attempt to narrow the scope of his request, but I have not received a response from 
Ronald Beaty as of the filing of this petition. 

Based upon the circumstances described above, the OSA is hereby petitioning the Supervisor of 
Records for a ten (10) business day extension (from February 7,2019, the original response due 
date) until February 21, 2019 within which to respond to the instant request for public records. 

I have forwarded a copy of this petition to the requester, Ronald Beaty, through e-mail. 

I have also attached for your reference and review copies of all e-mail correspondence that I have 
had, to date, with the requester regarding the instant public records request.
